Sir, — Some 150 Indian 
immigrants recently staged 
an ugly demonstration outside 
the Jewish Agency Offices. 
and threatened to fast unto 
death, protesting that they 
had been forced to do manual 
work and to live in Wou- 
religious settiernents and that 
they had encountered discri- 
mination. 

In this connection may I be 
permitted to state that these 
strikers, like the writer of this 
letter. migrated as pioneers 
pioneers in the sense that. 
unlike the Anglo-Saxons. we 
were rather unfortunate in 
not being able to get pre- 
settlement training in India. 
However, we mustered our- 
stives together with a firm 
determination to serve our 
ideal. 

On our arrival here, every- 
one of us had the option, but 
was not compelled under any 
circumstances, to jain religious 
or non-religious settlements. 
Those who chose the latter 
have mot encountered afiy 
hindramce te their religious 
oDservaners., 

However, collective living 
being entirely different from 
what many of us were accu- 
stomed to either in Nagpada 
or Umberkhadi (Bombay's 
Jewish quarters) made many 
of us nostalgic. Consequently. 
a few left their own settie- 
ments and chose to settle in 
Beersheba and elsewhere, with 


one — not to build 
an indian Collective Setile-

ment, but to earn enough to 
defray their return passage to 
Bombay 

The allegation that we 
Indians have been misled by 
false reports is absolutely 
untrue.
